2. Alan did tell me that the 1 October 1984 effective date in 
Paragraph 5 was purely arbitrary; I suppose it should go into effect as 
soon as both sides sign it. 


3. The draft looks OK to me. It covers the process succinctly and 
largely in the language of the relevant regulations. I suspe ct tha t no 
greater detail is needed for our purposes. In any case, once^ Ihas 
revised it in any way that appears necessary or useful, he'll send it 
back to me, so that I can get it back to Alan Thompson promptly. 


4. Incidentally, the visit to the Archives went well. I think that 
the processing of the 200 cubic feet of records already there can get 
under way soon, and be completed quickly.
